Provo  City  Police  and  BYU 
Security  officers  have  determined 
the  cause  of  death  of  Noel  Udall, 
an  18-year-old  BYU  freshman,  as 
a self-inflicted  gun  shot  wound. 

NO  FOUL  PLAY 
The  student  was  found  dead  in 
his  car  alxHit  10:30  a.m.  in  a 
parking  lot  at  First  East  and 
First  North  in  Provo. 

He  bad  reportedly  purchased 


a .22  calibre  rifle  and  two  boxes 
of  anununition  from  a Provo 
sporting  goods  store  just  prior  to 
the  shooting. 

Police  said  no  foul  play  w'as  in- 
dicated.

The  victim  was  the  son  of  Dr. 
and  Mrs.  Addison  Udall  of  Mer- 
ced. Calif.  Funeral  services  will 
be  in  Merced.

Car-owning  BYU  students, 
strangled  between  the  recent  en- 
forcement of  a Provo  City  ordi- 
naiKe  and  landlcrd  delay  in  pro- 
viding off-street  parking,  have  re, 
ceived  City  Cbmmission  sympa- 
thies. 

But  it  looks  like  the  students  are 
still  going  to  be  recipients  ol 
parking  tickets. 

The  14-year-<rfd  ordinance  pre- 
venting  parking  on  Provo  streets 
between  2 a.m.  and  5 a.m.— 
which  sounds  more  like  anti-neck- 
ing law  than  a beautification  ordi- 
nance—was  recently  enforced 
when  Provo  Police  issued  approx- 
imately 625  courtesy  tickets  Fri- 
day morning. 

TICKETITIS 

Over  600  of  the  no-fine  warn- 
ings were  dispensed  Saturday 
morning,  according  to  authorities. 

City  Commissioner  Luke  Clegg 
said  the  ordinance  was  estab. 
lished  because  cars  were  being 
parked  in  front  of  private  home- 
owners  “for  24  hours  a day  and 
sometimes  even  blocking  their 
drive  ways.” 

“There  is  a problem  of  clean- 
ing the  streets  and  what  about 
vandalism  from  cars  parked  on 
the  street.”  cautioned  Clegg. 

“If  we  can’t  work  things  out 
in  the  present  ordinance  then  we 
should  come  up  with  one  that  we 
can  all  live  with.” 

Another  ordinance  re  q u i r e s 
landowners  to  provide  off-street 
paricing  for  their  tenants. 

POLICE  WON'T  SAY 
Police  would  not  say  when  cost 
tideets  would  be  issued.  “I  don’t 
think  you  should  ever  tell  the 
public  what  you’re  doing,’’  Police 
Chief  Jesse  Evans  told  the  Dally 
Universe  when  questioned  wheth- 
er the  cost  tideets  would  be  issued 
within  the  next  week. 

Hundreds  of  BYU  students  have 
received  the  courtesy  warnings 
while  others  have  planted  their 
cars  on  lawns  and  sidewalks. 

At  9 a.m.  Friday,  within  an 
eight  block  area  starting  at 
Eighth  North  and  Seventh  East 
to  Ninth  East,  to  Fourth  South,  to 
Seventh  East,  and  bade  to  Eighth 
North.  35  cars  were  parked  on 
front  lawns.  Other  cars  w’ere 
stuffed  into  drive-ways. 

LANDLORD  PROBLEM 
“This  is  a landlord  problem 
and  the  landlcnds  are  p>assing  the 
buck  to  students.”  explained  Ray 
Murdock,  dty  commissioner  in 
charge  of  Provo  traffic. 

“The  landlords  should  make 
room  or  cut  down  on  students.  I 
think  it  can  be  worked  out— co- 
op«^tion  is  what  we  need.’’

A Letter 
To  Provo 

(Editors  Note:  The  following  is  a letter 
to  Provo  by  BYU  student  government 
officers  explaining  why  the  current 
parking  situation  is  unfair  to  students. 
It  was  delivered  this  weekend.) 

Dear  Mayor  Dixon; 

The  recent  enforcement  of  the 
city  ordinance  concerning  park- 
ing on  the  city  streets  between 
two  and  five  a.m.  has  caused  a 
great  deal  of  concern  among  the 
students  on  the  BYU  campus.  We 
have  appreciated  that  only  court, 
esy  tickets  have  thus  far  been 
issued,  but  soon  our  students  will 
be  facing  parking  citations  with 
accompanying  fines. 

We  feel  that  the  timing  on  this 
recent  move  was  extremely  poor. 
No  prior  notice  was  given  to  the 
students,  most  of  whom  had 
made  commitments  for  housing 
last  spring.  Consequently,  in 
many  instances  we  are  left  with 
no  alternative  but  to  park  in  the 
streets. 

We  also  question  the  rationale 
for  this  ordinance.  Inconvenience, 
safety,  and  street  maintenance 
have  been  stressed  as  the  major 
reasons  for  its  existence.  We  feel 
that  it  is  unrealistic  to  assume 
tiiat  these  situations  will  be  cor- 
rected by  banning  parking  on  the 
streets  from  two  to  five  a.m.  If 
these  objectives  were  to  be  met, 
parking  on  the  streets  would  have 
to  be  banned  twenty^four  hours  a 
day. 

If  it  is  true,  as  has  been  infer- 
red, that  the  responsibility  to  pro- 
vide parking  rests  with  the  land 
owners,  we  ask  this  question:  Is 
it  fair  that  the  brunt  of  the  en- 
forcement fall  upon  the  students? 
One  of  the  city  commissioners 
has  called  for  a “realistic”  and 
“fair”  law.  We  feel  that  the  pres- 
ent ordinance  meets  neither  of 
these  criteria. 

Our  purpose  in  writing  is  to  in- 
form you  of  our  feelings  conoem- 
ing  this  ordinance  and  to  indicate 
oui'  eagerness  to  meet  with  you  to 
work  out  a truly  “realistic”  and 
“fair”  proposal.

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Poor  Parking  Situation 


A number  of  years  ago  the  citizens  of 
Provo  discovered  that  overnight  parking 
on  citj'^  streets  created  a nuisance.  It  inter- 
fered with  street-cleaning  operations  and 
frequently  resulted  in  inoperative  vehicles 
being  left  for  months  in  residential  areas. 
With  understandable  concern  for  the  beauty 
of  the  area  they  passed  an  ordinance  pro- 
hibiting overnight  parking. 

The  ordinance  appeared  to  be  the  perfect 
solution  to  the  nuisance  problem.  . .until 
it  came  to  enforcing  it.  . .then  it  turned  out 
to  be  as  big  a nuisance  as  the  oveniight 
parking  and  was  left  un-enforced. 

Overnight  parking  bans  are  not  unusual 
nor  are  they  difficult  to  enforce  under  cer- 
tain circumstances.  Many  cities  have  suc- 
cessfully employed  them  in  solving  problems 
similar  to  those  concerning  the  people  of 
Provo.  Why  hasn’t  Provo  been  able  to  do  so? 

The  problem  lies  in  the  nature  of  the 
city  itself.  Provo  was  laid  out  and  settled 
as  a pioneer  town  and  has  retained  much 
of  the  original  zoning  and  many  of  the  ongi- 
nal  buildings  on  its  building  sites.  With  the 
growth  of  BYU  and  the  influx  of  vast  num- 
bers of  students  Provo  found  it’s  residential 
areas  saturated  and  inadequate.  Many  one- 
family  dwellings  were  hastily  converted  into 
three  family  units  by  tacking  on  substand- 
ard additions.  These  additions  helped  to  re- 
lieve residential  pressure  in  one  way  but 
they  added  to  pressure  in  another.  Since 
they  were  situated  in  the  midst  of  built-up 
residential  areas  no  provision  was  made 
for  off-street  parking  space  and  the  extra 
vehicles  were  diverted  into  the  streets. 

The  city  planning  commission  tried  to 
meet  the  problem  by  requiring  all  applicants 
for  apartment  house  building  peraiits  to 
show  adequate  provision  for  off-street  resi- 
dent parking.  This  helped  to  reduce  further 
increase  of  the  problem  but  failed  to  deal 
with  the  backlog  of  former  violations  of 
parking  policy. 

The  problem,  as  it  exists  in  Provo,  is 


the  I’esponsibility  of  those  renting  the  pro- 
perty rather  than  those  occupying  it.  Stu- 
dents who  pay  for  apartments  cannot  be 
expected  to  provide  themselves  with  ade- 
quate off-street  parking. 

Until  such  time  as  the  city  can  boast  a 
full  compliment  of  such  facilities  it  is  grossly 
unju.st  to  assess  fines  against  the  already 
overtaxed  student  budgets. 

At  the  present  time  wholesale  enforce- 
ment of  a city-wide  overnight  parking  ban 
is  unrealistic  and  strangely  reminiscent  of 
closing  the  barn  door  after  the  hoi’se  has 
escaped.  The  issuance  of  625  parking  cita- 
tions on  Friday  indicates  a lack  of  planning 
and  foresight  on  the  part  of  city  officials. 
What  would  happen  to  the  city  courts  if 
625  formal  citations  w’ere  petitioned  by  the 
recipients  and  resulted  in  individual  hear- 
ings? 

The  Daily  Universe  suggests  that  police 
and  city  officials  reconsider  the  proposed 
citing  of  alleged  parking  offenders  and 
adopt  a more  realistic  position  consistant 
with  existing  conditions. 

Until  such  time  as  the  city  can  show 
that  there  is  in  reality  adequate  parking 
space  adjacent  to  all  rental  facilities  within 
the  city  limits  of  Provo,  we  propose  that  the 
following  measurcs  be  adopted. 

% In  all  areas  whei'e  an  actual  count  of 
registered  vehicles  indicates  adequate  off- 
street  parking:  enforce  the  ordinance. 

0 In  all  areas  where  landlords  cannot 
provide  adequate  parking  issue  overnight 
parking  permits  to  residents  and  post  sched- 
uled street  cleaning  times. 

In  order  for  an  ordinance  of  this  type 
to  succeed  in  Provo  the  city  will  have  to 
be  prepared  much  more  fully  than  it  is  at 
the  present.  We  suggest  that  city  officials 
and  landlords  study  the  problem  more  fully 
than  they  have  at  present.  Six  months  to 
one  year  of  work  is  needed  to  overcome 
Provo’s  problem.  . .certainly  two  weeks  no- 
tice followed  by  enforcement  is  inadequate.

Crime  Increasing  In  ’67 


WASHINGTON  UPI-The  Fed- 
eral Bureau  of  Investigation  says 
the  number  of  crimes  in  the  nation 
during  the  first  half  of  the  year 
jumped  17  per  cent  over  a year 
ago,  with  all  sections  of  the  coun- 
try sharing  in  the  increase. 

In  a report  Thursday,  the  FBI 
said  there  was  little  difference  in 
the  increase  of  crime  in  cities.  17 
per  cent;  in  suburbs.  18  per  cent 
and  in  rural  areas,  15  per  cent.  I 
Because  the  report  covered  the ! 
six  months  ending  June  30,  it  did 
not  reflect  any  increase  in  crime! 
because  of  ghetto  rioting,  most  of  i 


which  took  place  during  the  sum- 
mer months  of  July  and  August. 

Of  the  seven  major  categories  of 
crime— murder,  rape,  robbery,  as- 
sault. burglary,  larceny  of  over 
$50  and  auto  theft— the  only  de- 
creases noted  were  in  rape  in 
rural  areas  and  cities  of  100,000  to 
250.000  population,  There  were  20 
per  cent  more  murders  and  30  per 
cent  more  robberies. 

The  report  was  based  on  a com- 
parison of  the  numbers  of  crimes 
known  to  police  dufing  the  first 
six  months  of  1967  as  contrasted 
with  the  same  period  in  1966.

Stewart  that  although  one  millitm 
adults  eadi  year  now  stop  smok- 
ing, due  apparently  to  the  educa- 
tion and  the  publicity  given  to  the 
hazards  arising  from  the  habit, 
that  at  tile  same  time  one  million 
new  young  smokers  started.  “This 
is  indeed  an  appalling  thing  tiiat 
our  youi^  people  are  taking  up 
the  habit  ctf  cigarette  smoking  as 
fast  as  adults  are  giving  it  up, 
Sen.  Moss  said.  “This  indicates 
that  advertising  is  continuing  to 
appeal  to  our  younger  people  to 
t^e  up  cigarette  smoking  fw  vari- 
ous reasMis,  and  keeping  us  at  a 
high  plateau  that  brings  on  this 
appalling  incidence  of  disease  and 
death,”  he  continued.
